In just a couple of months now new residents who have taken 
the trouble to register to vote since moving to Menlo Park will 
have their “sample ballots” for the June primary election in hand. 

Along with a lot of older residents, they're apt to be con- 
fused by what they see. For on the Democratic primary ballots 
will appear the names of notorious Republicans; hardshell con- 
servatives of the GOP will find their primary ballots sullied with 
the names of Democrats. 

This is what’s known as the California cross-filing system. 

Much has been said about the California cross-filing system, 
and very little of it has been good. 


The persons most in favor of its continuance are the in- 
cumbents in the state and national legislature. They like it 
because — barring a complete economic or social catastrophe 
during their tenure — new residents who aren't familiar with 
politics are apt to put an “x” down opposite the name of the 
present officeholder on the basis that “he hasn't been so bad. 


Since the legislature has been pretty well controlled by one 
party for the past several years, most of the clamor for the ballot 
reform comes from the other party. 

But we'll wager that if the situation were reversed the “outs” 
would still be the would-be reformers. The state legislature, 
which decides these things, knows how kind cross-filing has been 
to present members. 

Aside from giving the incumbent an unfair advantage, ac- 
cording to critics, the “cross-filing” system so muddies the waters 
that a given party — even one with a majority of the registered 
voters — sometimes can’t control its selection of candidates to the

There are a couple of other good things which can be said 
for cross-filing, but they're sort of negative. They merely demon- 
strate that alternatives aren't so hot, either. 

*\ For instance, in states where party organizations are powerful 
the nares placed on primary ballots can be pretty well controlled 
by the party organization —so the ballot becomes a place for 
paying political debts as well as promoting the ascendancy of a 
really promising candidate. 

The so-called “open” primary at which the voter doesn’t 
have’to declare what party he belongs. to until he arrives at the 
polling place can be equally nefarious; in this regard we can only 
recall the case in which a Democratic United States senator was 
unseated in his own party’s primary, because an organized large 
number of Republicans “jumped” the party line and voted for an 
inferior, non-incumbent Democratic candidate who the Repub- 
licans could beat in November. 


Actually, the best cure for all the ills inherent in ballots 
is an aroused, interested electorate. 


The Founding Fathers hoped that the voters of the nation 
would show such interest, and set up a popular government as 
the result. 

Their confidence was only partially justified: 


Only about 20 or 25 per cent of those eligible to vote in 
Menlo Park's municipal elections ever bother to get to the 
polls; 

A good, red-hot school board election in this area can 
draw, maybe, 30 per cent of the registered voters, if it doesn't 
rain; 

You might get 60 per cent of the nation’s eligible voters 
out for a presidential election — mainly because of heavy 
‘advance advertising, according to some. 


Considering this we doubt if ballot reform, by itself, will 
make ‘much difference in whether any legislature is constituted 
of members freely chosen by a majority of their constituents. 

And with this in mind, we urge all those who are eligible to 
vote to begin informing themselves of election issues on all levels, 
starting now. 

And when the time comes, be ready to vote.

Annual Summary: 


Carelessness was the greatest 
cause of fires in the Menlo Park 
Fire District during the past year, 
Chief George Carter revealed in 
his annual report to the fire com- 
missioners. 


Second greatest cause was me- 
chanical defects such as faulty} 


construction and electrical shorts 
with careless burning and care- 
less smoking, children playing 
with matches all causing a large 
percentage of fires. 

Fire loss to buildings, con- 
tents, cars amounted to $195,593 
compared to $79,780 in 1954. 
This included a $10,000 Hiller 
Helicopter in which the only 
death in a fire occurred in the 
district last year. 

Nine persons were burned in 
fires in 1955 as well as seven fire 
men injured at fires. Seventeen 
persons died despite efforts of the 
fire department resuscitator 
squad and another 17 revived 
| after similar calls. Another 17 
| persons were trapped or injured 
and rescued by firemen, the report 
| States. 
| Menlo firemen answered a total 
of 461 fire alarms during the year 
|and 44 other calls such as emer- 
| gencies, smoke investigations and 
| special calls. Greatest number of 

fire alarms were grass fires total- 
ing 110 followed by 82 building 
| fires: 54 car fires and 53 fire in- 
| vestigations.

| There were also calls to put out 
| fires in motorcycles, trailers, 
| trees, boats, helicopter, sawdust,

The Fire Prevention Bureau made 
666 inspections during the year 
of business establishments, rest 
homes, nurseries and cleaning 
plants; inspected all the schools 
in the district and held 142 school 
drills. About 4000 persons at- 
tended a demonstration at the 
fire station headquarters in Octo- 
ber during Fire Prevention Week.
